experts have recently been examining
the locomotives nmong the ruins of the
burnt round house at Pittsburgh, and
have reported that fifty of them are fit
ounly for serip iron, The round house
on Twenty-eighth streel is belng cleared
of all engines preparatory to belng re-
built, All the locomotives, worlhless ng
well as good, nre to be taken to the Al-
toonn shopa, In reference to repalring
the Injured locomotives Vice President
Cassett says :

There were in all 104 engines in the
two round houses, many of which are
very badly injured, These will be sent
o the shops at Altoonn for repalts as
quickly as they can be removed., "The
trucks under many of them gave way,
and the work of digging them out of the
riing {8 mo small job. Those which
have already been repaired were but
slightly Injured. The damage to most
of these will not exceed 225, Belore the
tiot many of these englnes were repaired
at this polnt, but all the tools as well ns
the workshops were destroyed by the
fire and the artisans of the Altoona shaps
will derive the benefit, To repalr all the
locomotives many weeks will he requir-
el and the Altoona employees will have
a busy time of it, commencing in o few
days, Most of the locomotives now used
in hanling freight and passengers have
been brought here from other diviglons,
